How dooa a proaaura pad workT 

Two contact a aro hold apart and 
tho weight of someone stopping 
on them forces them together. 
Whon ttioy touch Ft sends a signal 
to your computer. 

You havo two problems to solve: 
What to use for contacts and how 
to keep them apart. As you'll see 
It's really vary easy. 

You'll nood some aluminium 
baking foil, some thin strips of 
plastic foam, a length of wire and 
a couple of pieces of cardboard 
about 10cm by 10cm. 

Wrap one piece of card in 
baking foil. Then make eight holes 
In tho othor card as shown In tho 
diagram on the right. Through 
these you should thread some 
wire *■ but strip tho insulation off 
first. Make aura the wires lies flat 



along tho cardboard. Tho diagram 
shows how you should thread 
them. 

It helps to hold them down with 
spots of glue. But make sure you 
dont use too much. Now connect 
tho wires as shown. 

Next you need to mako a 
sandwich with tho foam and the 
two pieces of card. Tho diagram 
below right shows you how It all 
goes together. 

How fiard you need to press on 
the pad to trigger it depends on 
how solid the foam Is. 

You may need to experiment 
with dlfforont thicknesses of foam 
for best results. 

To conceal the pad simply slip It 
under the carpet. Near a door la 
best. 

liake sure that the weight of the 
carpet doesn't trigger It off. If it 
does you will have to use thicker 
foam. 

If you don't fool like making your 
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own prosBur* pads you can buy 
thani from tho Oadgol Shop. 
The** ar« black waldad haavy 
duty PVC floor praasura pads. 
Thay maasura 575nini by 170mm. 

You can usa aa many pada aa 
you hava Inputs to your computor.

Compact, have eight of thorn.

To connact pada to your 
computer you need tha Gadget 
shop Pack 1. Thia was explained 
in the August Issue of l.ef's 
Comput0! If you order one from 
the Qadgat Shop you'll also get 
Instructions.

Last month we looked into tho CPU - the 
brain off your computer. 

■ But what u«e is a brain If it cannot pass 
messages to the outside world? So your 
computer needs a way of getting 
information out. 

to To do this it uses output devices. And 
there are lots of them. The most common 
ones are TV screens and printers. 

■ Robots, IMldi interfaces and speech units 
'are all output devices, tike the rest of your 

computer, they are all worked by numbers. 

It's those zeros and ones we've %^mn 
before that make them work. 

Look at a letter on your screen. Or a letter 

trinted on a dot matrix printer. 
You can clearly see that each letter Is 
)ede up from dots. On the screen rt may be 
out of a square that measures eight dots 
across and eight down. 
i|fa Imagine each row of dots In the letter 
^elng controlled by a memory location in 
your computer. There are many thousand of 
these in every computer. 

Suppose the top row of dots In a letter Is 
joined to a location where the number 16 
has been stored. That's 0001 OOOO In binary. 
When that's sent to the screen a dot lights 
up. It's near the middle of the top row of a 
letter so it could be the point of the letter A. 
Most printers work the same way. Even 
this page of Lef's Computst is made up of 
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BINARY BITS 

We asked lasl month if you could think how lo 
write 16 »ri binary. The answer is 10000. 

That's 1 Sixteen * Eights + Fours * 
Twos * Unils Now you've got sfxteens you 
can count to 31. Try it. 

And then all you hav« lo do is bring In Thirty- 
twos. Nent come the Sixty-lours and so it carries 
on 12B, ?56, 512, 1024 , 

We also said that it's easier to add m binary 
than in decitnat Why? 

To add any numbers m decimal you need to 
know 100 facts Thai's 0+0=0, 5+7 = 12, 
7+5 = 12, 4+2-7 and so on. 

They may look easy now, but when you 
started adding you had 100 different ones to 
leain. 

But learning to count tn binary would have 
been much easier. You'd only have had four 
things to learn;

dots. But th«re are so many that you can*t 
make thorn out without a magnifying glass. 

Soma output davicos don't work by 
letting you see things. For instance, a 
computer can control a musical 
Instrument. The Instrument Is then the 
output device. 

But» if a computer works with numbers^ 
how can it control a musical instrument? 
Let's think about how loud the instrument 
sounds. 

Like everything else, the volume Is 
controlled by numbers. 

Some computers have only eight possible 
volumes. If a sound was produced going 
from quietest to loudest you'd hear the 



eight steps. But if the computer has lots of 
steps - say 1024 - you won't notice them. 

It's like when you have a lot of dots 
making up a letter on paper It appears 
smooth. 

Other features of the instrument can be 
controlled in the same way. By numbers. 

There ar^ also output devices that store 
Information. They keep it in a form ready to 
be fed back In to your computer. Examples 
are disc drives and tape recorders. 

These are called storage devices. They 
can input and output Information to and 
from your computer.
